OAKLAND - Oakland China- 
town is undergoing a major trans- 
formation. New Vietnamese busi- 
nesses，Iostly operated by. ethnic 
Chinese from the region， are 
appearing almost daily in the heart 
of Chinatown while long-time store- 
keepers are beginning to stock 
goods from southeast Asia to meet 
the needs of their growing Southeast 
Asian clientele. 

It began in the mid-seventies with 
the New Saigon Market located on 
9th St. near Broadway. Like a wild- 
flower seed taking Toot， other 
Vietnamese-oriented ”businesses 
followed. Now the block bounded 
by Franklin to the south is _ often 
called "9aigon Alley." 

A recent canvassing of a nine- 
Square block area of Chinatown by 
尼 / 了 yielded at least 20 different 
businesses aimed at the Vietnamese 
population， Iranging from grocery 
storeSs and Testaurants to jewelry 
Stores and doctors. 


According to _ commercial Teal 


estate broker，business consultant 
and local developer Ted Dang，a lot 
of businesses catering to the Viet- 
nammese are paying higher Trents. 
“TIhe trend has been for landlords 
to triple or even "quadruple rents 
when long term leases are UP” said 
Dang. When this happens，many 
longtime family-run businesses just 
close UP，leaving Space for new 
entrepenuers to _ get in. 


AGGRESSIVE MARKETING 


For many the high rents spell 


failure，with some new businesseS 
folding within a year. IIhe success- 
ful ones all seem to follow a simi- 
lar formula，According to Dang， 
these _ businesses "cater to the 
Vietnamese，have long hours and 
keep their prices low. TIhey market 
aggressively. FEor example， New 
Saigon Market had a lady giving 
away free Samples of 1op 
cheung (Chinese sausage).

Senator Daniel Inouye (D-HI) is again 
in the spotlight as the Chairman of trhe 
Special Senate Committee on the Iran- 
Contra affair， In 1973，Senator Inouye 
gained national prominence for his polite 
but firm and persistent style of questioning 
during the Senate\Vatergate hearinpgs. Sen- 
ator Inouye is again scoring high marks 
during the Iran-Contra hearings. 

He is also one of 10 co-sponsors of 
the English Proftciency Act  S.629，which 
would authorize $50 million in fundinsg for 
English literacy programs for limited Eng- 


lish proficient adults. As a constructive al 二 


ternative to the proposed English-only legis- 
lation，the English Proficiency Act would 
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offer Asian and other language minorities 
an opportunity to_learn English and be 
better equipped to enter the American 
mainstrearmn , 

Over 25 organizations came together 
recently to form a_national coalition to 
oppose efforts in Congress and around the 
nation to _ make English the ofhcial lan- 
guage of the US and various States， The 
coalition_ currently monitors English-only 
legislation，executes lobbying strategies， 
and is an informational clearinghouse. 
Made up of Hispanic， Asian Pacifttc Ameri- 
can and civil rights organizations, the group 
recently helped defeat two English-orily 
bills in the Maryland state legislature， 


Asian Americans active in the coali- 
tion include leading bilingual expert Dr. 
Kenijui Hakuta of Yale University， Michael 
Wong of the Asian Law Caucus, Dr Andre 
Van Chau of the National Immigration， 
Refugee and Citizenship Forum，and this 
WIiter. 


here are currently fve English-only 
resolutions in the US House ofRepresenta- 
tives and one in the Senate. English-only 
legislation is pending in Alabama，Dela: 
ware，Michigan，Ohio，Missouri，Texas， 
New Hampshire，New York，North Caro- 
lina and Pennsylvania. 


Hawaiis other US Senator，Spark 
Matsunaga，has been busy on language 
issues impacting the Asian Paciftc Ameri- 
can community， In addition to being a 
co-sponsor of the English Proftciency Act， 
he was the only senator on the Labor and 
Human Resources Committee to oppose an 
amendment to theBilingual Education Act 
that would increase funding for English- 
only programs. He is also the leading spon- 
SOT of S.1009，which provides monetary 
redress to Japanese Americans interned dur- 
ing World War II as iecommended by the 
Commission on Wartime Relocation and 
Intermnment of Civilians. Senator Daniel 


Inouye is also one of the 74 co-sponsors of 


this bill. 
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The Senate on May 28 passed 47-43 
the DeConcini amendment to the House 
Appropriations bill, H.R.1827, to delay im- 
plementation of employer sanctions until 
October 1. Passage of the amendment came 
only after intense lobbying from Asian 
Pacitc，Hispanic，civil rights and business 
organizations. 

The groups argued that the delay is 
needed to allow employers time to become 
informed of theirobligations under the new 
immisgration law. While Congress mandated 
an extensive education campaign before 
the start of the sanctions,， the INS didnt 
mail out IL-9 employment verification forms 
or instructional handbooks to employers 
until June. 

Civil rights groups charge that INS 
inaction has led to confused employers and 
led to many illegal frings of persons who 
look foreign or speak with an accent. The 
four-month delay from June to October 
would provide the time necessary for the 
INS to gather accurate information. The 
bill is currently in Congressional Confer- 
ence where differences in the House and 
Senate ptovisions must be resolved. 


CIVIL RIGHTS COUP 


Asian Paciftc，Hispanic，black，and 
women's groups scored a _ major coup on 
May 20 when the Senate Labor and Human 
Resources Committee voted 12 to 4 to ap- 
Piove the Civil Rights Restoration Act of 
1981. 3$.557 seeks to restorethe broad scope 
of coverage of four civil rights statutes that 
Piohibit discrimination based on race，Ssex， 
handicapped status， and age in institutions 
TIeceiving federal funds. 

The use of these statutes to fght dis- 
crimination had been severely limited by 
the controversial 1984 Supreme Court deci- 
Sion in Orowe City Bel In this case, the 
Supreme Court held6 to 3that Title IX of 
the 1972 Education Amendment prohibited 
sex discrimination only in a speciftc“pro- 
gram or actiVity ”receiving federal assistance 
and not the entire educational institution .

Asian cultures value tradi-

For example，Frank，3a Fili- 
pino man，liked to play with 
dolls as .a child.， He remem- 
bered when he was Small，his 
mother took him shopping and 
Promised to buy him a toy. He 
wanted an 18-inch doll，bnut 
his mother refused to buy 让 
for him.
